BOVE the tomb of the intrepid Captain Robert Scott, who reached the 
South Pole in 1912, but who perished on his way back in the Ant­ 
arctic snows, with his heroic companions, may be read these words, 
which are the last ones from the great poem of Tenyson’s, Ulysses: 
"To strive, to seek. to find, and not to yield." 
In all the record of literature, there can be found no nobler example 
of a heroic soul than in the letters which Captain 8cott wrote as he and 
his companions were slowly freezing to death. These letters were address­ 
ed to his closest friends, and to those who had aided him in his ambition 
to first discover the South Pole. Tenderness, poignant heroicness of char­ 
acter, and true greatness are revealed in every line. Appropriately were 
those wonderful lines of Tennyson placed above his tomb. 
Life is filled with much bitterness and disappointment. That which 
we have so diligently pursued, with great hopes for success, has all too 
often ended in apparent failure. Friends, whom we have trusted and 
placed our confidence in, have betrayd that trust and confidence. The 
labor of years has often been wiped away, like mist before a morning 
sun. We have often stood alone, and lonely, and life’s ghosts have risen 
before us—but before the heroic sacrifice of a noble human character, 
such as that of Scott—we bow ashamed. 
We must ever arise from the ashes of our dead selves to something 
higher and nobler, as has been well said. We must strive, seek. find—but 
never yield this immortal spirit with which birth has imbued us! 
We must go on—and courageously carry on 
That is our task. That 
is our job. We must not flinch an ounce, or backstop an inch! 
The only thing that the wisest, or the wealthiest, or the poorest of 
mankind carries out of this world Into that unknown, untold, and mys­ 
terious world to which his soul surely goes, is the grand spirit which he 
manifested abd made real while among men. 
There is only one way of life—and that is ahead—"to strive, to seek, 
to find, and not (at any time) to yield!"

Divorces Balked 


Mexico, D. F., Dec. 2 (AP)—The1 


supreme court Thursday ruled that 
a divorce decree obtained without 
both parties having a hearing was 
invalid and thus opened a way for 
many Americans to appeal against 
Mexican divorces obtained by the 
husband or wife without the other's 
consent. 


While the ruling applies only to 


one case, legal authorities said that 
the court always follows precedent 
and that the action practically kills 
the quiet divorce laws of Chihua- 
hua Morelos, Yucatan, and. :Cam- 
peche provinces. 


In the present decision the court 


held the divorce of Gen. Pederico 
R. Delanga, chief <of military opera- 
tions in*Campeche, null and void on 
the ground that local and state laws 
•permitting a divorce, on the-request 
of only one of the parties were un- 
constitutional.

South Pole m 1912, but who perished on his way back in the Ant- 


arctic snows, with his heroic companions, may be read these words, 
which are the last ones from the great poem of Tenyson's, Ulysses: 


"To strive, to seek, to find, and not to yield." 


In all the record of literature, there can be found no nobler example 


of a heroic soul than in the letters which Captain Scott wrote as he and 
his companions were slowly freezing to death These letters were address- 
ed to his closest friends, and to those who had aided him in his ambition 
to first discover the South Pole Tenderness, poignant heroicness of char- 
acter, and true greatness are revealed in every line Appropriately were 
those wonderful lines of Tennyson placed above his tomb 


Life is filled with much bitterness and disappointment That Which 


we have so diligently pursued, with great hopes for success, has all too 
often ended in apparent failure. Friends, whom we have trusted and 
placed our confidence in, have betrayd that trust and confidence. The 
labor of years has often been wiped away, like mist before a morning 
sun 
We have often stood alone, and lonely, and life's ghosts have risen 


before us—but before the heroic sacrifice of a noble human character, 
such as that of Scott—we bow ashamed 


We must ever arise from the a§hes of our dead selves to something 


higher and nobler, as has been well said 
We must strive, seek, find—but 


never yield this immortal spirit with which birth has imbued us1 


We must go on—and courageously carry on That is our task. That 


is our job We must not flinch an ounce, or backstep an inch1 


The only thing that the wisest, or the wealthiest, or the poorest of 


mankind carries out of this world into that unknown, untold, and mys- 
terious world to which his soul surely goes, is the grand spirit which he 
manifested and made real while among men 


There is only one way of life—and that is ahead—"to strive to seek, 


to find, and not (at any time) to yield1"
